$3,313.48, 

The town engineer reported . that 
local streets had be graded and cind- 
ered during the month, through the 
co-operation of loca! merchants and 
volunteer labour, The results of the 
work was pleasing to all motorists. 

One burial was made in the ceme- 
tery during the month. 

Properties of the Council in the 
town had been improved upon during 
the month, and plastering and paint- 
ing had also been done. 

Both the gas plant and the pump- 
ing plant had been operated during 
the month, and were found to be in 
excellent working condition,

Hail Storms 
Damage Crops 
In District 


The first hail damage of the season 
was reported this week ,when various 
points in the district suffered from 
repeated storms, which seem to spring 
up late in the afternoon of each day, 

On Saturday of last week, a storm 
commencing at approximate'ty 5 o’- 
clock, saw, a heavy fall of hail right 
in Bassano, and points to the west. 
The ‘storm lasted for half an hour, and 
was followed by a heavy downpour of 
rain, Reports from the E.1.D. of- 
fices revea! that .90 inches of moist- 
ure fell during the storm. 

In town, the hail raised havoc with 
local gardens, beating leaves and 
young shoots off plants, more espec- 
jal!y those of the rhubarb type. It 
was believed that the hail did little 
damage to crops, although a few farm- 
ers reported losses. The hail fe!l al- 
most straight down, and there was no 
accompanying wind, 

Lightning, accompanying the storm 
is reported to have struck very close. 
A cow, belonging to J: Rennie og Bas. 
sano was killed in the storm, It is 
reported that one other cow, and one 
horse were also killed, 

The hail storm did not visit Gem 
Colony, although heavy rains fell there 

‘The storm resulted in more exten- 
sive damage. being, done to the west 
of Bassano, than in. the immediate 
district, Around Gleiehen and Cluny 
damage in places fs neporrne to be 100 
per cent,

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An excellent crop of fruit is expect- 
ed at the Provincial Horticultural Sta- 
tion in Brooks this year. Practically 
al! varieties of apples, crabs, plums 
and cherries have set especially well. 
Even the pears are carrying heavier 
loads of fruit this year than usual, 
If climatic conditions remain favour- 
able throughout tne season, there 
seems to be no doubt that he largest 
crop of fruit ever produced in the 
history of the Station will be taken 
off, the highest yield to date. was 
15 tons in 1937, 

Further progress in the progation 
and testing of hardy new varieties of 
fruit trees is under way, The aim 
of the Station in this respect is to 
select those varieties Is to select those 
varieties of fruit shrubs which wi!) 
survive the rigours of our climate. 
It is particularly important that the 
roots on which the stock is budded 
are hardy and this phase of the work 
receives special attention. 


The station has under test a large 
number of varieties of tomatoes, mel- 
longs and other garden vegetab'es in 
an endeavor to ascertain their hardi- 
ness under Alberta conditions. 
Through a system of exchange of 
stock, the station obtains trees and 
shrubs from other horticultural sta- 
tions in Canada, the northern United 
States and European countries, In 
this way, the introduction of new 
plants for ornamentals and fruit pro- 
duction is achieved. 

With the growing interest in the 
beautification of rural homes and the 
establishment of a small home or- 
chard, the station at Brooks is bound 
to become a more Important factor. 
Hundreds of visitors pass through the 
grounds during the summer and al- 
most every Sunday spectal groups of 
people fro mpoints in the southern 
part of the province visit the grounds.

WEED CONTROL 


The ideal moisture. conditions 
which exist this year over the pro- 
vince will react both favourably and 
unfavourably on the control of nox- 
fous weeds. The favourably aspect 
of the situation is that weed seeds 
will tend to sprout in large numbers 
because of the moisture conditions, 
and wher such weeds can be destroy_ 
ed by cultural practises, the farmer 
will be rid of a potential menace. 

On the other hand, however, the 
vigorous growth of weeds is crops 
wi!l be a draw-back and may cause 
lower yields, In all cases, though 
the eradication of perennial weeds 
will be made more difficult under the 
excellent moisture conditions which 
prevailed, and effective control will 
require more frequent cultivation. 

The “green summer fallow” meth- 
od of destroying annual weeds {fs re- 
commended, Weeds which spread 
by seeds must start to grow, and then 
be destroyed before they produce a 
new crop of seed, When the sum- 
mer fa'low is green with weeds, it Is 
time to cultivate, and this ts repeated 
as often as necessary, After every 
cultivation, which should be a little 
deeper than the former one, more 
seeds will germinate and begin to 
grow, and the plants wi!l be killed by 
the cultivation which follows. 

If perennial weeds,, the “Black 
summer fallow” method ts most effec- 
tive, This is rea'tly a system of 
cultivation which starves the weeds. 


‘Perennials cannot live without leav- 


es, therefore repeated cultivation so 
frequent that leaves are not allowed 
to develop is required. This prac- 
tice will eventually starve the root 
and destroy it. The ideal growing 
conditions which obtained this year 
will cause the leaves to devetop rapid 
ly and will necessitate more frequent 
cultivation.
